I might here take up fome of your time, 
to enlarge upon the pavooehy of Natio- 
nal Infections, and Bxamin from what Ork 

inal in the Air, the Soll, or the Clime, 
everal Countries are fubjeQed to, or freed 
from cheir refpective Difeafes, aad have 
cullars in thelr Conftitutions, chat may 
propetly their own, which, like the Morbus 
Gallicus, is called by the Name of the Coune 
try Here I es Enquire why the 
Dutch never Cough ¢ Why fome Iohabi- 
tants of Afis never Snecze pide 
the /rifh have no Polfon, and the Amer 
cans no Beards ?———— Why the /taliens 
think before they {peak, the Spaniards 
fpeak before they a@& ? The French a& be- 
fore they think <=. And another oe 
acre 
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never think at all—==——- Why the Paffions 
differ Nationally ina People, 42 vifibly as 
they do Perfonally in private Families ; 
and Climates have their predominate, as 
well as fingle Heads ? Why the 
‘French are bafty, the Spaniard flow, the 
German terrible, the Pole unconftant, the 
Swede brave, the Scots furious, the /talian 
jealous, the Porsuguefe effeminate, the 
Dutch parfimonious, the Jrifb fimple, aad 
the «ee.» Blind ? 
But all this would but lead me toEnquire, 
what helps every Nation make ufe of, 
to re&tifie thofe Comflitution Errors; and 
why they are adapted more particularly to 
thofe Corre@ions, than Ordinarye——— 
Thus the French ufe Tyranny 5 the Dutch 
-Commerce; the Spaniards Poverty; the 
~ fealians Mutick the Germans War; the 
Scots Travail, and the Englifh SPBCTA- 
CLES: And by thefe means, they Temper 
and Re&tifie, Condenfe or Rarifie the vola- 
tile or humid ‘Particles, which prevail in 
their Conftitutions. 

Since then BLINDNESS happens to be 
our Predominate, there cannot bea great- 
er piece of Service done to our Nation, 
than to afift them with SPECTACLES, 
and Glaffes of any kind, which may clear 
wp their Nasional Eye-fight, and afiift chem 
to convey right Notions ro their Under-

Why, in 
order to open their Eyes, aad fhew them 
‘wnometine true Intent and Meaning, of all 
thefe new Attempts, of Non-Refiftance and 
» Etereditary. Right ——. To fhew them, why 
we would have anew Parliament Chofen, 
and why Hexcdisary Right is. better: for us, 


than Parlicmentarys and by the help of 
fligh-Church SPECTACLES, to let them 
fee the Pretender is at the Head of one, 
and Ty @eo oy of the other. 

For tbis he bears patiently the difap- 
pointment of a labour’d Rabble at Coven- 
try; where 106 Boys and Parfons, make 
up his Glerious Attendants, inftead- of 
5000: For this he fubmits to put on the 
Tagged Surplice, at ...+.- and goes 
hand in hand into the Bonfire,’ with the 
Pretender, at Eli: For this he is forced to 
fee his Game-Cock beaten, and cut down, 
by Dr. Burgefs’s Cock, at Gtrence/ter mee 
And the like Reprefenting Champion , 
worfted at Somemnd. 

For this, he ftoops to court the Croud 
at Leicefter, fees himfelf hifs’d and 
forfaken at Bridgnorth, and a Halter hung 
out to honour his Triumph : For this he 
is Affronted at Worcefter, and fuffers the 
Conftables there, to keep the Peace, take 
‘away his Drums, and the Church-Wardeos 
to take away the. Fiddle-firings of his 
Party, viz. the Bell-ropes—Contents him- 
felf to co come in with but a Netle Rabble, 
fay oe with lefs, and go out with none 
at all. 

For this, he fneaks away from his long

-Footmen 3 not a Perfon of any Quality, or 
Note in the City appearing to him, or vi- 
fiting him: When this being the Exa& 
~Number, as is vouch’d by many Witneffes, 


who had the Coriofity to. counr racm.} 
they find it neceffary to fupply ie by « For- 
gry, Cabling it to be Printed in the Poft- 
Boy, that he was Attended by above sco2 
People into the City of Coventry: Was not 
this giving the Honeft People of Coventry 
another pair of Speétacles, by which they. 
are helped to (ee. 


1. That. Oovt-fides and Show, is the 
ftrength of the Party ;

Publick Tumulcs, Riots, .and infolence 
ef a Patty, Threatning, Mobbing,, and 
running down the Whigs ; have been the 
firft Reps to Wound our Credit :. This has 
made Men. withdraw from the publick 
Funds, veft their Effects in Specie, fell off 
their Stocks, and endeavour to have aslittle 
Money as they could, ia a Government, 
which they were told was to look upon them 
as Enemies, and Treat them accordingly. 

Turning out cf Places of Truft, or 
Threatings of ic, as the Lot of afl their 
Friends ;. and all thofe faithful Agents, up- 


on whofe Probity, and Faithful Masnage- 
meat of the publick Affairs, all the prefent 
Reputation of the Funds have been built— 
Men having not the like dependance, eij- 
ther upon the Honefty or Ability of thole 
that were to.come after. 
Rumours whether falfe or true, whether 
well Grounded or sot, of the Diffolution 
of ‘the prefent Parliaments together with 
the Affurances given us, that Matters were 
prepac’d and ripe, for. a new Ble@ion, in 
Favour of the Tory Inteteft, by the help 
of Dr. Sacbeverel’s Tumultee 
I could give farther particulars, which 
bave had an Influence upon the publickCre- 
dits buc I°0 Content my felf with one, upoa 
which.I muft make alittle Digreffion,. viz.

could think of this; yet the bare conceive- 
ing of fuch a Thought, in the Heart of a 
Party, will forever be remembred, among 

s¢thofe that have Money to lofe; and willbe 
a Reafon, why the publick Credit not only 
muft Fal), but never can rife again to 
whatit has been, while there is the leaft 

-apprehenfion, that fuch a Party may come 
into the publick Management of the Na- 
tion. ;

‘Application, than what is natural for an 
‘Body to make You that can thin 
ot fucha thing, as Cancelling the publick 
Debts, now it is not in your View, the-ve- 
ry Thought is Criminal; ‘and he that fog- 
gefts it to you, to think of, would no 


, doubt prompt you te do it, if you had it 


in your Power Nor can the Peo- 
ple of England ever be brought to have the 
fame Confidence in the Publick Faith, as 
«they had before, as Jong as there is the 
leaft Room for them but to believe, "tis 
poffibie you fhould ever get power to put it 
da Pra cbic. 

This I take to be a Reafon, not only 
why the publick Credit is funk ; but rag 
canaor, nor ever will rife to what it has 
been before, except as above ; As to the 
pofhbility of our fupporting the War, and 
failing Money upon Credit, while it lan- 
guifhes under thefe Difladvantages, I fhall 
confider that in its order.
